The city’s transportation 
department is finding prob¬ 
lems with contractor-built 
roads, but there’s no proof 
they’re making them pay 
for their mistakes, accord¬ 
ing to a report from the 
city’s auditor. 

The auditor’s report, 
which will be released 
Thursday, showed the city’s 
road department is testing 
roads after they’re built, but 
there is no proof that the 
failures lead to the contract¬ 
or addressing the problem. 

“We found instances 
were test results did not 
meet the requirements 
of the city’s road-design 
standard and construction 
specifications and remedial 
action was not taken,” reads 


the report. 

The auditor looked at a 
sample of three projects, 
two on 118 Avenue and the 
section of 99 Street between 
Saskatchewan Drive and 81 
Avenue, and found in all 
three cases the construc¬ 
tion had not been up to the 
city’s standards, but con¬ 
tractors were not required 
to remove or replace infer¬ 
ior products. 

Barry Belcourt, branch 
manager of roads design 
and construction, said test¬ 
ing can result in a number 
of outcomes, from a lower 
fee paid to the contractor to 
spot repairs to full replace¬ 
ment. 

“It’s a sliding-scale pro¬ 
cess, which is all agreed to 
before,” he said. “You don’t 
just rip it out, that’s not the 
first choice.” 

Belcourt admits the 
department is not docu¬ 


menting the process as well 
as it should be, but he’s con¬ 
fident the work is getting 
done. 

“Yes they are, because I 
have contractors that don’t 
like me,” he said. “If there 
is a deficiency it will be cor¬ 
rected to the accepted stan¬ 
dard.” 

Coun. Mike Nickel said 
it’s unfair for the depart¬ 
ment to promise these fixes 
with no followup. 

“Is this a ‘trust us’ mo¬ 
ment? The taxpayers expect 
more than that. I am sorry, 
but it just doesn’t cut it for 
me,” he said. 

He said he’s heard many 
complaints from residents 
who don’t feel the work is 
being done. 

“It just feels like the city 
has fallen down on mon¬ 
itoring the contractor and 
keeping up with its specifi¬ 
cations.”

Pothole repair 
inconsistent, 
report says 

A report from the city 
auditor finds pothole 
inspectors aren’t con¬ 
sistently documenting 
how they choose which 
potholes to repair and in 
which order. 

A detailed report from 
the auditor shows inspec¬ 
tion reports the city has 
designed for potholes 
don’t include the date 
eight per cent of the time 
and don’t include a prior¬ 
ity for fixing the pothole 
two-thirds of the time. 

This appears to be 
because management 
doesn’t use the reports to 
decide which potholes to 
fill, according the report. 

“There has been little 
emphasis on entering all 
inspection dates into the 
system,” reads the report. 

The auditor said this 
is a real problem for the 
city. 

“Management can¬ 
not ensure all citizens’ 
notifications, especially 
high priority potholes, 
are addressed in a timely 
manner,” the report says. 

Barry Belcourt, with 
the city’s transportation 
department, said the city 
does use the data but 
the fluid nature of the 
repairs means they have 
to constantly adjust their 
plans. 

“At the end of the day, 
if you have a pothole on 
Whitemud Drive, you’re 
going to get out there,” 
he said. “You need to 
schedule to reality.” 

The auditor also said 
the number of potholes 
filled, which the city 
reports, is based on the 
material used and not 
actual numbers.

Edmonton’s top cop is looking 
to beef up the city’s downtown 
police presence in anticipation 
of the massive development to 
open in 2016. 

Speaking with media Wed¬ 
nesday, Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice Chief Rod Knecht said he 
plans on asking city council 


for just shy of 100 new police 
officers in next year’s budget, 
including a special team for 
downtown. 

“That’s a big ask, but we 
have a five-year plan in place,” 
he said. 

According to Knecht, the 
city needs to be prepared for 
2016 when the new arena, 
along with other planned 
downtown buildings, are set to 
open. 

“We’ve got to be ready for 
2016.1 don’t have a policeman 
tree or a policewoman tree I 
can pull policeman off in the 
summer of 2016,” he said. 

The chief estimated it takes 
just under two years to market 
for positions, recruit and train 


new members. 

“From seed to tree, it takes 
us 20 months to get a fully- 
trained police officer out on the 
streets,” he said. 

Representing the Down¬ 
town Business Association, Jim 
Taylor said it’s important the 
city is proactive with its plans 
for the changes to downtown 
and the surge of people ex¬ 
pected to come once the arena 
is opened. 

“When we have an arena 
that’s bringing 20,000 people 
in on a nightly basis for events, 
all of a sudden there are — and 
this is a literal figure — millions 
more people on the streets 
downtown,” he said. 

Taylor called Knecht’s plan a

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Bigfoot belief: Todd Standing tall 
in the face of Sasquatch skeptics 


Taking on U.S. 
Congress. Researcher 
of the mythical creature 
insists the species exists 
in Canada, USA 


He’s trekked through the 
woods with Survivorman, 
claims to have engaged in a 
stare-down with some massive 
mammals and has faced skep¬ 
tics around eveiy comer. 

But Alberta’s highly con¬ 
troversial Bigfoot researcher is 
now primed for what may be 
his greatest challenge: talcing 
on U.S. Congress. “I’m tired of 
all the paranormal talk, I’m 
tired of all the naysayers — the 
species is real,” said Todd Stand¬ 
ing, head of the Sylvanic Group. 

The species he’s referring to 
would be classified generally as 
Bigfoot or Sasquatch. 

He claims there’s a large 
group of them living in an un¬ 
disclosed wooded area near 
Nordegg. Last year, Standing 
took TV’s Survivorman Les 
Stroud into the area for a three- 


day walkabout, where the duo 
surveyed whole trees tom from 
their roots and heard strange 
whooping noises. 

Stroud said in the eventual 
televised production of their 
trip that he couldn’t articulate 
what he heard — at least “not 
within normal explanations.” 
Standing said his trek with 
Stroud, although it didn’t pro¬ 
duce an actual Bigfoot sighting, 
has left him with “so much 
credibility it’s ridiculous.” 

“The truth is he (Stroud) 
was being skeptical and he 
knows damn well those were 
Sasquatch, like I do,” Standing 
said. 

He now believes there may 
be evidence to suggest the spe¬ 
cies lives in the U.S. as well and 
plans to pitch U.S. Congress on 
endangered species protection 
for Bigfoot. He’s also peddling 
a documentaiy, called Bigfoot 
North, that he said took a dec¬ 
ade to shoot and features never- 
before-seen videos of close en¬ 
counters with the species. 

Standing said he’s started a 
Kiclcstarter campaign to fund¬ 
raise for mass production of the 


film but will show 15 minutes 
of it at a theatre in Seattle next 
week. 

His claims have no doubt 
stirred skepticism — and out¬ 
right criticism — but he’s now 
received support from a PhD 
with Idaho State University. Dr. 
Jeffrey Meldrum took a jaunt 
through the Nordegg-area 
woods with Standing last year. 

“The footprint evidence for 
me is overwhelmingly compel¬ 
ling,” he said. “That there is 
a species out there that is, as 
yet, unrecognized, unacknow¬ 
ledged by science, and that 
evidence alone would justify, 
in my mind, it motivates me, 
it has convinced me that the 
search for this species is abso¬ 
lutely justified and overdue.” 

Meldrum refused to classify 
the animal as “Bigfoot” because 
it “connotes a position of faith 
or the acceptance of something 
in the absence of evidence. And 
my position is one where I am 
convinced and I am motivated 
to pursue this question based 
on the evidence that I have 
examined.”

Options on table to appease Groat Road pedestrians 



Cyclists at a public consul¬ 
tation were still left with 
questions on the impacts to 
non-drivers, as proposed plans 
for the River Valley Road/ Groat 
Road interchange were up for 
consultation Wednesday night.

City officials say upgrades 
to the Groat Road Bridge are 
proposed, with designs in¬ 
cluding widening the current 
bridge path but those plans are 
currently unfunded.

Unethical electioneering? 
Prentice defends Dirks 


Premier Jim Prentice defended 
Education Minister Gordon 
Dirks on Wednesday for leap¬ 
frogging over other schools to 
deliver modular classrooms to 
his own Calgaiy riding just be¬ 
fore a byelection. 

The two school mod- 
ulars promised to William 
Reid school in Calgaiy-Elbow 
jumped past six other projects 
deemed by school officials to 
be higher priority. 

Days later, on Oct. 27, Dirks 
won a hotly contested byelec¬ 
tion race. 

Dirks has refused in ques¬ 
tion period to say why he 
made the decision to bypass 
higher priority schools and has 
refused to talk to reporters out¬ 
side the house. 

Opponents say the decision 
was unethical electioneering 
and abuse of ministerial au¬ 
thority, putting the he to Pren¬ 
tice’s promise to return gov¬ 
ernment to integrity following 
the scandals of the Alison Red- 
ford era. 

Prentice, however, told re¬ 
porters that while priority lists 
for modular classrooms are im¬ 


portant, they are not written in 
stone. 

“(Dirks’) ministerial respon¬ 
sibility involves exercising 
judgment to make those kinds 
of choices at the end of the 
day,” said Prentice. 

“There are no lists that are 
absolute.... (Dirks) was aware 
for some time of the pressure 
in that community for modular 
schools, and there’s pressure 
everywhere in the province.... 
He chose to take action.” 

Prentice said he under¬ 
stands why critics feel it was 
unfair to make the announce¬ 
ment during a byelection, but 
said, “I’m not hearing anyone 
suggesting that it was the 
wrong decision in the sense 
that modular schools are need¬ 
ed in that location.... It has been 
one of the hardest-hit com¬ 
munities in the entire province 
from the 2013 floods.” 

Prentice hand-picked Dirks, 
a former chairman of the Cal- 
gaiy Board of Education, to be 
in cabinet when he was sworn 
in as the new premier two 
months ago.

After five years of standing 
by Alberta’s Wildrose, a 
party member has resigned 
because he believes it’s be¬ 
ing controlled by a bigoted 
minority. 

The exit of Teriy Lo, 
vice-president of com¬ 
munications in Calgaiy- 
Glenmore, comes after 
the party’s annual general 
meeting, where members 
voted against adopting a 
statement of inclusion for 
people of all sexual orienta¬ 
tions, races and religions. 

“My belief was that 
because the lake of fire was 
so damning that (the party) 
really needed someone like 


me to speak out and tiy and 
bring the dialogue out and 
change the tone,” Lo said, 
referring to a situation in 
the 2012 election campaign 
where party leader Danielle 
Smith refused to denounce 
homophobic remarks made 
in a blog post by one of her 
candidates. 

Lo said he is everything 
the party lacks — an Athe¬ 
ist, a surrogate father of a 
gay boy and an Asian man. 

Before the byelection, Lo 
began talking to members 
at events, where he was 
faced with some hostile 
feedback about the lake 
of fire incident. He said at 
the Glenmore Inn election 
rally in October he talked 
to members who said the 
LGBT community were 
“uppity” and being “whin¬ 
ers.”

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City auditor clears 
drainage project 

Controversial. City 
councillor puzzled by 
auditing report on 
tender process 



There was nothing wrong 
with a controversial ten¬ 
der for a drainage project 
awarded to a Chinese firm, 
according to the city aud¬ 
itor. 

However, at least one city 
councillor is still concerned 
about the process and still 
has a few questions. 

Earlier this year, the city 
awarded an $11.3-million 
contract to the Shanghai 
Construction Group, which 
will manufacture concrete 
drainage pipes in China be¬ 
fore installing them under 
the Anthony Henday Drive. 

The process raised indus¬ 
try concerns about whether 
the pipes would be up to 
Canadian standards, but 
also raised alarms because 
the winning company was 
charging $1.5 million more 
than the highest bidder. 

In a report to be released 
Thursday, the auditor found 
that the six people in the 
committee that evaluated 
the bids’ technical merits 
were not all identified. The 
city auditor also found that 
not all committee members 
participated in the evalua¬ 
tion of all bids, which he 
raised as a concern. 

“Not having the en¬ 
tire evaluation committee 
present for all evaluations 
introduces the risk that 
bid responses may not be

The auditor also found

“The evaluation commit¬ 
tee team lead conducted the 
reference checks. The team 
lead was also named as a 
reference in two bids,” he 
wrote. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said 
he finds that troubling. 

“Do you not recuse your¬ 
self because of that?” 

Nickel said he also finds 
it troubling that very little 
documentation about the 
bid was kept after it was 
awarded. 

“How are we supposed to 
track if it was a good deci¬ 
sion or not. Because there 
was no documentation?”

Downtown Earth's General 
Store In danger of closing 


'Growing pains.’ 

Owner hopes online 
survey will help 
increase business for 
the downtown organic 
grocery store 


Earth’s General Store owners 
are hoping an online sur¬ 
vey will bring more people 
through their doors and stop 
the store from being a “finan¬ 
cial drain.” 

Since opening their organic 
market downtown in August, 
the store’s owner says it’s been 
a struggle to sustain the cen¬ 
tral store on 104 Street. 

“There’s a lot of young, 
urban people that five in 
the downtown core and my 
thought was they would em¬ 
brace the store and that has 
not been my experience so 
far. Financially, it’s really quite 


hurting us,” said owner Mi¬ 
chael Kalmanovitch. 

Aiming to keep the store 
open, Kalmanovitch is asking 
people to fill out an online sur¬ 
vey so he can gear the store’s 
products to match the needs of 
those wanting to shop there. 

If business doesn’t pick up 
at the store, the owners are 
looking at only a couple more 
months of staying open on the 
street that is occupied mostly 
with restaurants and bars. 

“I’m not looking to become 
rich off my stores, I’m looking 
to make sustainable business¬ 
es that helps the community. 
That is my bottom line but I do 
have a number to stay in the 
business and that needs to be 
met,” said Kalmanovitch.

Patients make speedy 
recovery thanks to fecal 
transplant treatment

Incredible results — even after 
just one treatment — are tak¬ 
ing the “ick factor” out of fecal 
transplants, changing patients’ 
lives and offering promising 
treatment for chronic gut dis¬ 
eases. 

University of Alberta Hos¬ 
pital gastroenterologist and 
researcher Dina Kao is one of a 
handful of doctors across Can¬ 
ada and just two in Alberta test¬ 
ing fecal microbial transplants 
to treat patients sick with bac¬ 
terial infections like C. difficile, 
which wipes out both the good 
and bad bacteria in the gut. 

“It sounds primitive, but it’s 
highly effective,” said Kao. “We 


'Highly effective' 


• Two years at U of A: Since 
starting fecal transplants 
at the U of A Hospital in 
2012, researchers have 
treated more than 100 
patients (with C. difficile, 
IBD and Crohn's disease), 
achieving more than 90 
per cent success.

transplant fecal matter (made 
into a liquid solution in the lab) 
from young, healthy universal 
donors to a patient, replenish¬ 
ing the needed ‘good’ bacteria 
to the large intestine. You can 
see almost immediate chan¬ 


ges — weight gain, returned 
energy. It’s the most rewarding 
experience. And patients who 
are at their wit’s end will try 
anything to feel better.” 

Susan Brothen became ill 
with C. difficile this summer, 
losing 30 pounds and unable to 
leave the house because of con¬ 
stant diarrhea. “The transplant 
gave me back my life — it’s 
hard to believe what just one 
treatment could do, but the 
change was nearly immediate,” 
said Brothen. 

The same is true for cancer 
patient Alexandra Hildebrandt, 
who acquired C. difficile while 
having chemotherapy treat¬ 
ment. “I did a cleanse one day, 
and swallowed 50 pills the next 
— by noon I felt fine,” she said. 

With funding from AHS and 
the U of A Hospital Foundation, 
Kao and her team are now test¬ 
ing fecal transplant via pills 
(50 taken within an hour) and 
traditional delivery via injec¬ 
tion during colonoscopy to see 
whether patients respond bet¬ 
ter to either.

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Ex-staffer in robocall scandal 
sentenced to nine months in jail 


‘Deliberate’ act. 

Michael Sona will be 
first person to spend 
time behind bars 
for violating Canada 
Elections Act 


Interfering with a citizen’s 
right to vote merits real jail 
time, an Ontario judge de¬ 
clared Wednesday as he made 
Michael Sona the first person 
ever to spend time behind bars 
for violating the Canada Elec¬ 
tions Act. 

Sona, the former Conserva¬ 
tive staffer convicted in the 
2011 robocalls scandal, was 
sentenced to nine months be¬ 
hind bars and one year’s pro¬ 
bation for what Justice Gaiy 
Hearn called “an affront to the 
electoral process.” 

He’s the first person con¬ 
victed of wilfully preventing 


or endeavouring to prevent 
an elector from voting under 
the Canada Elections Act, said 
Hearn, adding that he believes 
Sona did not act alone in the 
scheme, in which some 6,700 
automated phone calls were 
placed the morning of the 
2011 federal election with mis¬ 
leading information on how to 
vote. 

Sona was 22 at the time, 
lacked proper guidance from 
more experienced colleagues, 
and has suffered emotionally 
in the aftermath, Hearn noted. 
But jail time was nonetheless 
warranted in order to send the 
unmistakable message that 
messing with the electoral pro¬ 
cess is a serious crime, he said. 

“This was a deliberate and 
considered course of criminal 
conduct specifically designed 
to subvert the inherent fair¬ 
ness of the electoral process,” 
Hearn told the court. 

“This was a federal election 
undertaken to elect represent¬ 


atives who form the governing 
body in our nation. This was 
not an amateurish Grade 8 
election campaign for student 
council. Conduct such as that 
of Mr. Sona is not suitable at 
any time.” 

Sona hung his head and 
fiddled with his BlackBeny, his 
family members beside him in 
tears, as Hearn delivered his 
fate. He was later led out of the 
courtroom by police. 

Sona’s lawyer, Norm Box- 
all, said his client would be 
transferred to an unspecified 
provincial jail. He said a deci¬ 
sion has not yet been made 
whether to file an appeal. 

Boxall said Sona would like¬ 
ly consult with another lawyer 
to determine whether an ap¬ 
peal is appropriate. He could 
then seek a release from jail 
pending his appeal. Should he 
decide not to appeal, he could 
be eligible to apply for parole 
after three months, Boxall said.

N DP decries Tory 
‘culture of secrecy’

Hype for mobile payments is 
growing, but Canadians gen¬ 
erally aren’t veiy eager to pay 
for purchases with their smart¬ 
phones, suggests a new report. 

Canadians are still ap¬ 
prehensive about using their

or credit cards, according to a 
study by global research com¬ 
pany GfK, which conducted on¬ 
line surveys with consumers in 
17 countries. 

Although Canadians have 
developed a reputation for be¬ 
ing keen early adopters of tech¬ 
nology, they were found to be 
among the least interested in 
mobile payments. 

Security fears are a fac¬ 
tor, says Stephen Popiel, vice- 
president of consulting for GfK 
Canada. Canadians may also be 


lukewarm on mobile payments 
since they already have plenty 
of ways to pay in stores. 

“The ATM infrastructure is 
huge and profound in Canada, 
even when compared with the 
United States, so the mobile 
technology itself is partly a 
solution for a problem that’s 
not as big of an issue here. We 
have a seamless ATM and debit 
card structure here, and now 
the tap technology makes it fast 
and easy to make a lot of small 
purchases,” says Popiel. 

GfK estimates only about 
two per cent of transactions 
in Canada are currently made 
with a mobile device, either in 
store or while online shopping 
at home. 

About 21 per cent of the 
1,000 Canadians polled by 
GfK said they had made a 
mobile payment in the past 
six months, compared to 24 
per cent of western European 
respondents, 33 per cent of 
American respondents and 39 
per cent of Latin American re¬ 
spondents.

With a growing list of women accusing celebrities of 
sexual assault, are survivors of abuse turning to sodal media — and the court of public opinion — to get the conviction that may not be found through the courts?

While they probably still whis¬ 
per among themselves, the 
people that defend Jian Ghome¬ 
shi have largely shut up. The dis¬ 
graced radio host may never be 
charged, but in the court of pub¬ 
lic opinion, the matter is settled. 

In this case at least, the col¬ 
lective stance seems to be do¬ 
ing for victims what the crim¬ 
inal courts can’t. Innocent until 
proven guilty beyond a reason¬ 
able doubt is an exceedingly 
high burden of proof in cases 
where the legality of the activ¬ 
ity boils down to consent, which 
is almost impossible to “prove” 
either way. 

But while we rightly laud vic¬ 
tims who tell their stories pub¬ 
licly, the public-opinion court 
can also be a fickle one that at¬ 
tacks as much as it defends. 

Karlene Moore, a counsel¬ 
lor, advocate and activist for 
the Toronto Rape Crisis Centre, 
has been working with surviv¬ 
ors for more than 20 years. She 
wouldn’t say definitively that 
the justice system is irrevocably 
broken but she spoke of how 
“disheartening” it is. 

“I think a lot of survivors 
and activists are so frustrated 
in the legal justice system that 
they have no interest in it at all,” 
Moore said. 

She said one difference be¬ 
tween the Ghomeshi case and 
other high-profile ones in the 
past (like those of Woody Allen 
and Roman Polanski) is that the 
allegations being adjudicated 
in the court of public opinion 
involve more than just one per¬ 
son. 

In addition to Ghomeshi, 
the federal Liberal party has 
suspended two MPs after accusa¬ 
tions of misconduct from fellow 
MPs, and Bill Cosby is under at¬ 
tack for horrifying stories that 
he drugged and raped women. 
Even feminist du jour Lena Dun¬ 
ham is getting flak online over 


passages in her recent memoir 
that contain disturbing details 
about her relationship with her 
sister growing up. 

The reality is that these 
famous figures were not ran¬ 
dom evildoers; they were dates, 
friends, family members, co¬ 
workers and, in some cases, sex¬ 
ual partners. A question is raised: 
Will the court of public opinion 
be as generous to women in less 
high-profile cases? 

Moore says that although it’s 
“fantastic” that some survivors 
are breaking their silence on¬ 
line, “the concerns that we have 
about disclosure and speaking 
up online about their experi¬ 
ence is that social media can be 
veiy isolating. 

“What they’re getting back 
is not a uniform, supportive 
response, and they are getting 
back surprisingly negative and 
unsupportive responses from 
some people in their commun¬ 
ity” 

And of course there will be 
cases where the public court 
attacks an innocent person and 
damage ensues, as was the case 
with musician Conor Oberst, 
who was accused in the com¬ 
ments section of the xojane 
website of raping a woman 
when she was a star-struck teen. 
She later took back the story but 
not before considerable damage 
was done to his reputation, at 
least in the short term. 

The uncomfortable truth 
seems to be that while, yes, po¬ 
lice and courts can do better for 
victims, and I do believe, per¬ 
haps naively, that we will now do 
better for the people who brave¬ 
ly open their mouths to tell us 
things we don’t want to believe, 
justice for victims and punish¬ 
ments for perps will probably 
never be properly doled out in 
the real courts. The alternate 
door of vigilante social-media 
justice has opened, and there’s 
no turning back. 

Let’s all keep talking, with¬ 
out waiting for the next horror 
stoiy to spur the discussion on.

Director Roman Polanski was arrested in 
1977 for sexually assaulting a pre-teen 
model. Even though he pleaded guilty 
to rape, much of Hollywood came to his de¬ 
fence. Polanski fled to France before being 
sentenced and has never been extradited. 

LENA DUNHAM 

Actress and writer Lena Dunham took to 
■ Twitter in outrage after being accused of 
sexually assaulting her sister as a child. 

The allegations came after the release of 
Dunham’s memoir, in which she describes 
looking inside her infant sister’s vagina. 

CONOR OBERST 

Indie rocker Conor Oberst (of Bright Eyes 
fame) filed libel charges in 2013 against a 
North Carolina woman who took to online 
magazine xojane, accusing him of rape. 
Joanie Faircloth later recanted, and Oberst 
eventually dropped his lawsuit.

After 17 years in the business, 
you might think The Trews 
have a certain approach to 
making music.

We don’t make a record 
unless there is good music to 
put on it,” MacDonald says. 

Once the album was com¬ 
plete, The Trews kicked off 
their coast-to-coast Rise in 
the Wake tour in Montreal. 

“The best thing about 
touring is, if you can keep 
your shit together, you can 
stop thinking about playing 
and just do it. The room dic¬ 
tates the energy.” 

Which is why MacDonald 
says The Trews can’t wait to 
come to Edmonton.

Film. Oh, yon naughty bear! Paddington movie runs 
afoul of British film censors over sexual innuendo 


British film authorities have 
managed to find dangerous 
behaviour and sexual innuen¬ 
do in a film about Paddington 
Bear — a development the 
bear’s 88-year-old creator says 
leaves him “totally amazed.” 

The British film board gave 
Paddington a parental guid¬ 
ance rating, saying it contains 
“dangerous behaviour, mild 
threat, mild sex references 
and mild bad language.” The 
rating means the film is suit¬ 


able for general viewing, but 
some scenes may be unsuit¬ 
able for children under eight. 

The board said the film’s 
scenes of dangerous behav¬ 
iour include Paddington hid¬ 
ing inside a refrigerator. 

Michael Bond, the author 
who created the much-belov¬ 
ed children’s book character, 
has not yet seen the family 
film, which follows the ad¬

Music. Take two from U2 with film version of album 


U2, who faced mockeiy for 
sending their album for free 
to iTunes’ half-billion users, 
are back with a new experi¬ 
ment: a film version by lead¬ 
ing urban artists. 

Films of Innocence will 
feature motion pictures by 11 
artists known for their work 
in city spaces. 

The Irish band said the 
artists were given “complete 
creative freedom to showcase 
their personal responses” 
to the album Songs of Inno¬ 
cence. 

“Taking the political 


murals of Northern Ireland 
as a reference point, U2 pion¬ 
eered the project to celebrate 
the unique democratic power 
of urban art,” said the band 
in an announcement of the 
project. 

This time, the work won’t 
be free. iTunes says Films of 
Innocence will cost $12.99 
and come out on Dec. 9. 

Artists who took part in 
the project include Robin 
Rhode, the South African art¬ 
ist who uses simple but false¬ 
ly three-dimensional draw¬ 
ings as the basis for street 


performances, and Oliver 
Jeffers, a Belfast native best 
known for his illustrations of 
children’s books. 

Street life has been a run¬ 
ning theme for U2, from 
classic hit Where the Streets 
Have No Name to the latest 
album, in which frontman 
Bono repeatedly conjures up 
imageiy from his boyhood. 

The free release of Songs 
of Innocence was part of a 
promotional campaign for 
Apple’s new iPhone 6. 

Bono initially hailed the 
move as an innovative way to 


share his music with the wid¬ 
est possible audience, but he 
later apologized and blamed 
what he called both his ego 
and generosity. 

Although many U2 fans 
welcomed the free album, 
Apple received so many com¬ 
plaints that it offered special 
advice on how to delete it. 

Some artists have been es¬ 
pecially harsh, saying that the 
superstars devalued music.

Music. Rapper has lots 
of hard-won wisdom to 
share when it comes to 
dealing with adversity 


It’s still hours before T.I. will 
be flowing like silk onstage in 
Toronto, but the Atlanta rap¬ 
per has already found a ver¬ 
bal momentum that seems 
impossible to interrupt. 

Sipping a Heinelcen in his 
hotel room prior to a recent 
club show at the Guvernment 
(which was granted a cameo 
by admirer Drake), T.I. is 
discussing how protege Iggy 
Azalea has thrived and thus 
absorbed the scrutiny of ubi¬ 
quity, both from peers (Niclci 
Minaj and Snoop Dogg) and 
beyond (the Internet). 

Asked how he advises her 
to deal with such feedback, 
Tip gets on a roll. 

“I’m going to be biased, 
because I see her as my little 
sister,” he said of the Fancy 
rapper, whom he signed and 
mentored. “I just know that 
for that kind of upside, you 
have to have some sort of 
negativity stitched in there 
somewhere. 


“And if opinions and criti¬ 
cism from people who have 
no real effect on your life, if 
that’s all you got to deal with, 
then I think we have other 
more pertinent things to 
worry about.” He pauses, for 
effect, then adds with a laugh: 
“Like, ‘What we are going to 
do with all this money?”’ 

After the punchline his 
pace quickens, and he raps 
his fist on the coffee table to 
punctuate his points. 

“I tiy to tell her like that, 
man. Whenever you don’t 
like something somebody 
said, just ask yourself: ‘What 
am I going to do with all this 
money?’ 

“I tiy to rationalize it to her 
like that. But little sis is little 
sis, and she has her views and 
opinions and approaches to 
things. I respect her and sup¬ 
port her, man, just because 
I know she’s a good person 
at heart. I know that she has 
done nothing to harm or dis¬ 
respect or do anything bad to 
anyone intentionally.” 

He curses, drawing and 
drawling it out, then adds: 
“Obviously I know that any¬ 
body, if they was thrust into 
the position that she has 
been in such a short period of

time, it takes time adjusting.” 

And just like that, the T.I. 
train chugs back into the 
realm of his own experience. 

Born Clifford Harris Jr., T.I. 
signed his first record deal as 
a teenager, released his debut 
album, I’m Serious, at age 21, 
and scored his first hit at 22 
with the platinum-selling 
follow-up album Trap Muzilc. 

His velvet-plush flow 


smoothed the rougher edges 
of his street stoiytelling, and 
that talent for straddling grit 
and gloss only became more 
evident on the hit albums 
that followed. His latest al¬ 
bum, Paperwork, is his ninth. 

“It’s crazy how old an art¬ 
ist can get,” marvelled the 
rapper, 34. “That makes me 
seem so old.” 

Of course, T.I.’s high-flying 


career was often grounded by 
his tumultuous personal life. 

As a teen, he dropped out 
of high school, sold drugs 
and tangled with the law. His 
legal issues didn’t end there. 
He was arrested in 2007 and 
eventually served 11 months 
in an Arkansas prison on fed¬ 
eral weapons charges. 

Creatively, the sad saga 
inspired the introspective 


hit parade Paper Trail (writ¬ 
ten under house arrest), but 
it also dashed his once-con- 
siderable momentum. 

“All the twists and turns 
and ups and downs and starts 
and stops, they’ve been a gift 
and a curse for me,” he said. 
“You accept — or endure — 
the consequences that come 
with bad decisions.”

For serious snowmobilers, 
there is gold in distant hills — 
metaphorical gold at least. 

More and more snowmobil¬ 
ers are giving up level ground 
and heading for the fresh air 
and soft snow in the moun¬ 
tains — and they are looking 
for the kind of equipment that 
can get them there safely. 

Trent Fleming, with Martin 
Motor Sports in Edmonton, 
says there is one trend that’s 


prevalent in new snowmobiles 
this year — longer tracks. 

“We’ve got a new model 
with a 174-inch track that’s 
veiy popular. That’s a really 
long mountain track, longer 
than anything we’ve seen be¬ 
fore.” 

The length of the track is 
designed to give the sled more 
climbing power on big hills, 
but has another purpose as 
well, Fleming said. Like pow¬ 
der skis or a fat snowboard, 
it’s designed to glide smoothly 
over the soft powder snow that 
collects in higher ground. 


“It gives the machine a lot 
more floatation in soft snow 
so it’s more forgiving in the 
hills,” he said. “I like to call it 
the snowshoe effect.” 

The setup works because of 
a number of technological in¬ 
novations. For one thing, the 


tunnel on the sled pivots fully 
to accommodate the longer 
track. It’s also reinforced to give 
it more strength-to-length ratio. 

Because snowmobiles are 
designed to cool themselves by 
flipping snow onto their radi¬ 
ators, mountain sleds require 


deeper snow to operate than a 
field sled. 

Fleming said the new 
mountain snowmobiles are so 
popular that most of the buy¬ 
ers who are picking them up 
now put money down on them 
in March, just to be sure they 
would have them when the 
season opened. 

Colour is the other big 
trend Fleming has been seeing 
this year, as snowmobile buy¬ 
ers look for ways of making 
their sleds stand out from the 
crowd. 

“The manufacturers are get¬ 


ting crazy with their oranges 
and greens. A lot of the time 
it looks like a crayon box ex¬ 
ploded.” 

Wraps — customized decals 
that can be applied to the sled 
to give it a unique look — are 
also becoming more popular. 

“You can get hundreds 
of sleds at some of these big 
snowmobile rallies,” Fleming 
said. “Everyone wants their 
own sled to stand out, to be 
something unique. You can 
spend about $700 on a cus¬ 
tomized wrap and turn your 
sled into a one-off.”

Buying a sled. Talk to the experts 


For people thinking about 
getting into snowmobiling, 
the first steps can be confus¬ 
ing. But doing your home¬ 
work and talking to a know¬ 
ledgeable expert can help. 

“The first thing you need 
to do is take a hard look at 
where you’re going to be rid¬ 
ing,” said Rick Lenglet, with 
Echo Cycle in Edmonton. “If 
you’re going to ride low, on 


flatter terrain, you’re going to 
want to ride a shorter track. 
If you plan to take your sled 
into the mountains, you need 
something with a longer 
track, something that’s going 
to stay up in the softer snow.” 

Like eveiything else, there 
are trade-offs when it comes 
to snowmobiles. A long track 
model may glide over soft 
powder and climb easily over 


steep terrain, but the long 
aluminium tunnel has less 
strength. 

It also takes deeper snow 
to cool the engine. A snow¬ 
mobile cooling system uses 
the track to flip snow up over 
the radiator to cool off the 
engine. The longer the track, 
the more snow is needed to 
keep things cool.

7 snowmobile 

safety tips 


Snowmobiles are being used 
for both work and play, de¬ 
pending on where you live. In 
rural areas that receive large 
amounts of snow, for example, 
snowmobiles are often relied 
upon for day-to-day transpor¬ 
tation — and of course, they 
are also used for fun. 

Be aware, however, that 
a snowmobile is a powerful 
machine and if you don’t take 
care while riding it, you could 
cause serious injuiy to your¬ 
self or others. 

Treat it like operating any 
other vehicle, observers say. 

“And make sure you have 
the snowmobile insured,” 
said Wayne Ross, an insur¬ 
ance expert with Aviva Can¬ 
ada. “Just like coverage on a 
car, snowmobile insurance is 
mandatoiy by law in Canada.” 

The following safety tips 
are worth reviewing no mat¬ 
ter whether you have never 
been on a snowmobile be¬ 
fore, or if you are a seasoned 
rider: 

I Know the law: Make sure 
you are aware of the laws 
regarding snowmobile use. 
Make sure your registration 
and insurance papers are in 
order before riding. 

2 Inspect before riding: 

Always inspect your ma¬ 
chine before you ride. Check 
the engine, the oil, and make 
sure you have enough gas to 
reach your destination. Make 
sure everything is in work¬ 
ing order, and make sure 
you have an emergency kit. 
Emergency kits are not only 
handy if you need to make 
a quick repair, they can be a 
life saver. 

3 Be aware of your sur¬ 
roundings: Driving a 
snowmobile safely requires

concentration. Always focus 
on the path ahead and your 
surroundings. All it takes is to 
be distracted for a second and 
you could crash. 

4 Don’t drink and drive: 

Drinking and operating 
a snowmobile has the same 
repercussions as if you were 
to drink and drive in a car. 
Never drink and operate any 
form of vehicle. 

5 Take lessons: Driving a 
snowmobile is not as easy 
as it looks. If you have never 
driven a snowmobile before 
or if you have not been on 
one for an extended period of 
time, consider taking a lesson 


or two to brush up on your 
skills and knowledge. 

6 Dress for the weather 
conditions: Make sure 
you wear the appropriate 
clothing for the weather con¬ 
ditions. Remember that you 
will be exposed to the ele¬ 
ments at all times and you 
need to properly protect your 
body from the cold. 

7 Tell people where you 
are going: Always tell an¬ 
other person where you plan 
on riding before departing. 
This way, if you don’t come 
back as scheduled, they will 
know where to start looking.

MLB. Despite signing of 
catcher Martin, Jays still 
have plenty of off-season 
questions to answer 


Russell Martin will be intro¬ 
duced as Toronto’s new catcher 
on Thursday as the Blue Jays 
celebrate their first big splash 
of the off-season. 

But while the 31-year-old — 
who inked the second-largest 
contract in franchise history — 
is the marquee move of the mo¬ 
ment, GM Alex Anthopoulos 
has several boxes left to tick on 
his off-season to-do list. 

Here’s a look at what he 
may have up his sleeve: 

Trade Dioner Navarro 

This may be the obvious 
step, but it’s no guarantee. Na¬ 
varro, the incumbent catcher 
who will earn a reasonable 
$5 million in 2015, could return 
as a DH, but he figures to have 
more value via trade. The Rays, 
Dodgers, Cubs, Angels and Ran¬ 
gers are all potential suitors. 
Re-sign Melky Cabrera 

The fact the Jays heavily 
back-loaded Martin’s deal — he 



will make just $7 million next 
season — means they could 
theoretically have the payroll 
flexibility to re-sign Cabrera. 
The sticking point is believed to 
be Cabrera’s desire for a lengthy 
five-year deal. But with the Jays 
already planning to use rooldes 
Dalton Pompey and Kevin Pillar 
in centre field, can they afford 
not to bring back Cabrera? 
Bolster bullpen 


The Jays need to add a late- 
inning power arm or two to 
replace Casey Janssen as closer. 
The biggest name they have 
been linked to is lefty Andrew 
Miller, who struck out more 
than 42 per cent of batters he 
faced last season. Another re¬ 
liever the Jays have been linked 
to is right-hander Francisco 
Rodriguez, who had 44 saves 
last season with Milwaukee. 
Second base 

The Jays may decide to forge 
ahead with Maicer Izturis, 
Ryan Goins and — perhaps 
after more time in the minors 
— Devon Travis, a former top 
prospect of the Detroit Tigers 
who was acquired in the An¬ 
thony Gose trade. But Anthop¬ 
oulos is expected to go after a 
veteran to stabilize the infield. 
Asdrubal Cabrera and Jed Low- 
rie — both of whom have most¬ 
ly played shortstop in their ca¬ 
reers — are the top free agents 
who could play the position. 
Anthopoulos hasn’t ruled out 
acquiring a third baseman and 
shifting Brett Lawrie to second, 
but Lawrie insists any chance 
he gets that he would prefer to 
remain at the hot comer.

NFLasksjudgetoOK 
concussion deal 

The NFL on Wednesday 
urged a judge to approve an 
estimated $1 billion settle¬ 
ment of concussion lawsuits 
despite concerns raised by 
former players or survivors 
who feel left out. 

The 65-year fund would 
resolve thousands of 
lawsuits that accuse the 
NFL of long hiding what it 
knew about concussions 
and brain injuries to keep 
players on the field. 

The NFL now expects 
6,000 of nearly 20,000 
retired players — or 28 per 
cent — to suffer from Alz¬ 
heimer’s or dementia some¬ 
day. Their average payout 
would be about $190,000. 
The awards reach several 
million for Lou Gehrig’s or 
Parkinson’s disease. 

Some critics feel the 
fund lets the NFL off lightly, 
given its $10 billion in 
annual revenues. Others 
complain that there are 
no awards for depression, 
mood swings, dizziness and 
other problems they link to 
football concussions.
